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Dear Tribal Members, 

The tribe was overwhelmed with requests for assistance once we created 
the special assistance fund. The Business Committee never anticipated 
the number of applicants that would apply and did not budget for the 
large number of requests. This was originally set up to provide funding 
for those not specifically allowed before. Examples that were originally 
considered were: family medical emergencies, extreme hardships and 
other necessities for emergencies. A rumor was started that the tribe was 
giving out an additional $300 and the requests flooded in. Due to this 
large number and the amounts of the requests this program had to be sus- 
pended. It was very hard and unfair to determine who had the worst 
emergency. 

The Business Committee does recognize the need for assistance for all 
tribal members. For this reason we have determined that the entire tribe 
is probably in need of some sort of emergency assistance. The Business 
Committee has determined that we will provide emergency assistance to 
all tribal members in the amount of $1,000. The first distribution will be 
made on December 15, 2009, starting at 9:00 a.m. in the Iowa Tribe 
Court room. The forms must be returned by December 9, 2009 in order 
to receive the assistance on December 15. This money is not a loan and 
does not have to be paid back. Those that return the forms after Decem- 
ber 9 will be processed upon completion but remember it will take time 
for the processing of the check. Enclosed in this packet is a form for 
emergency tribal assistance. Please complete and return as soon as possi- 
ble. The forms can be mailed, hand delivered or faxed to the tribe for 
processing through the Tribal Assistance department. 

The Business Committee decided on the emergency assistance because 
due to federal requirements, we cannot make a per capita payment or a 
distribution without the revenue allocation plan in place. Elizabeth 
Homer is currently working on the plan. This will allow the tribe to 
make monetary distributions from gaming revenue. Once this revenue 
allocation plan is complete and approved, it will allow a percentage from 
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gaming revenue to be distributed to tribal members. I will travel to 
Washington DC before the end of the year to meet with Elizabeth and 
the National Indian Gaming Commission regarding the revenue alloca- 
tion plan and the new casino. We hope to have the revenue allocation 
plan in place early next year. 

Like it is stated in my power point brief, this plan should have been in 
place a long time ago for per capita distributions to be made correctly. 
The Business Committee has been working hard to provide other reve- 
nue to the tribe other than gaming revenue. We want to ensure the finan- 
cial stability and ensure support for the tribe for years to come. We are 
currently looking at pursuing large government contracts partnering with 
another source that has extensive experience in government contracts. 
Speaking from experience, government contracts are always a good 
source of revenue when provided the opportunity. These contracts are 
multi-million and billion dollar contracts. These opportunities will be 
pursued in the enterprise side of the tribe. Hopefully these will be suc- 
cessful and the contracts could bring more revenue to the tribe that is not 
impacted by a revenue allocation plan. 

We have also hired more tribal members and expect more to be provided 
employment opportunities. The recent unemployment rates are up to 
10.3%. We as a tribe need to be taking care of our own people. I strongly 
encourage all directors to look at and consider tribal members when new 
hires are made. We have a lot of jobs currently open and I encourage all 
tribal members to apply for employment with the tribe. Tribal members 
will be given first priority and consideration. 

I hope you find this information informative and helpful in providing a 
better understanding of the tribe. I will continue to keep you advised of 
our initiative to improve the overall prosperity of the tribe as a whole.

Arrange- 
ments are currently being prepared to provide information by the Business Committee. However, if tribal members desire to review 
official records the constitution of the Iowa Tribe-Article XI, Section 3 indicate that “all official records of the Secretary shall be 
open to inspection during normal working hours by the members of the Council at their request”.

The 6.3 mile road improvement project, which is located be- 
tween Wellston, Oklahoma and the Fallis community in Lin- 
coln County, will consist of a 5” asphalt overlay, including a 
petro mat fabric reinforcement liner, with 1 1 -foot lanes and 
center striping. 


Lincoln County Commissioner Ricky Taylor has now begun 
construction dirt preparation work on the site. This project is 
expected to be completed by May, 2010. Signs will be erected 
recognizing the Iowa Tribe’s contribution to this road improve- 
ment project.

Project Background: 

Beginning in 2001 the Iowa 
Tribe of Oklahoma has pur- 
sued a goal of energy inde- 
pendence, by developing 
the means to generate en- 
ergy on Tribal land from 
clean self-sustainable 
sources. The wind re- 
source assessment is a key 
step in the Iowa Tribe’s 
commitment to a long-term 
renewable wind energy vi- 
sion. 


Project Description: 

This project revolves 
around the permitting, pur- 
chasing and erection of an 
80-meter tower with RISO 
compliant wind sensors and 
data logger in order to col- 
lect wind speed data for 1 2 
months. The collected 
data, once analyzed and 
quantified, will provide an 
8760-hour indication of the 
potential for wind energy at 
any given hour during the 
year. With this data, power 
curves can be constructed, 
which will allow the Iowa 
Tribe to effectively develop 
a business plan and wind 
energy strategy.
